T is difficult to imagine what a ftrange idea the Ameri- 
cans had of the inhabitants ot France, prior to the war; 
they looked upon them as people bowed down beneath the 
yoke of defpoiifin, given up to fuperftition, flavery, and 
rejudice, mere idolaters in their public worfhip, and, in 
Arort, akind of light, nimble machines, deformed to the 
laft degree, incapable of any thing folid or confiftent ; en- 
tirely taken up with the drelling of their hair, and paint- 
ing their faces ; without delicacy or fidelity, and paying 
no refpeét even to the moft facredobligations. The Eng- 
lifh, it feems, were pleafed to diffeminate thefe prejudi- 
ces amongft them, and confirm them therein ; Prefbyte- 
terianifm, a molt bitter enemy to the Catholic faith, had 
likewife rendered the Boflonians, among whom this fect is 
predominant, more ready to liften to and believe them. 

In the beginning of the war, every thing feemed to 
concur to ftrengihen thefe prejudices. The greater part 
ofthe French, who came into America at the firft appear- 
ance of the revolution, were men loaded with debts, and 
ruined at home in their reputation ; and yet, by affuming 
ticles and fiétitious names, they obtained diftmguithing ranks 
in the American army, received advances of money toa 
confiderable amount, and then unmediately difappeared, 
The fimplicity of the Americans, added to their little ex- 

rience, rendered thefe villains lefs liable to be detected. 
Many of thefe adventurers even committed crimes in A- 
merica, worthy of the mofl rigorous punifhments. 

The frft commodities, toc, that the Boftomans receiv- 
ed from France, contributed, by their bad quality, to 
fuggeft unfavorable ideas refpecting our upright dealing, 
and induftry. For this reafon, only, thofe goods which 
were imported hither from France, are fold at a confidera- 
ble lower price than Englifh articles, not in any refpect 
fuperior. 

At the arrival ofthe Count D’Eftaing, the people here 
were much furprifed to find that the French were not fuch 
weak, diminutive and ceformed little mortals, as their 
prejudices had ape them: They however at laft con- 
cluded, that the count and the people in his fleet, had 
been picked out on purpofe, in pa to give them amore 
advantageous idea of the nation. Some coloured figures, 
having accidentally ftained one of the drefling cloths, con- 
firmed them inthe opinion, that the French made ufe of 
vermillion to colour their faces. 

Notwithflanding my being known for a Feenchman, 
and Roman Crieft, I was continually receiving new civil- 
ities from feveral of the beft families in this town; but the 
people in general retain their old prejudices: I faware- 
markable proof of it one dey from a trifling occurrence, 
which at the fame ume ferved to give me a better, idea of 
their charaticr; The chimney of the houfe I lodged in, 
and which belonged to a Frenchman, happened to take 
fire; you may eafily conceive what an uproar this would 
occafion in a town chiefly conftruéted of wood. The peo- 

le collected in crowds ; but after they were told whofe 
Ponte it was, they remained idle {pettators of the fcene. 
I then caufed the doors to be fhut, tofiop the draft of air, 
and clofed up the chimney, in which the fire was,. with a 
wet blanket ; we alfo threw water down inceffantly, to 
generate a moulture ; thewomen of the houfe, who were 
Americans, were however, much difpleafed at the fight 
of the floors, covered with water and foot ; and if we had 
not, in de‘pite of them, atted as we thought fit, I think 
they would rather have had the houfe barnt, than the 
floors and ceilings fpoiled. 

We have jufl heard the news of the capture of St. Eu- 
fiatius by the Englifh : without doubt, avarice had a grea- 


ter fhare in advifing this expedition, than found policy. 
The Americans, not pleafed wath fuch of the French 
manufattures as were firlt fent over, went thither to pur- 
chafe thofe of the Englifh, which afier the war with Hol- 
land, were fent out to that ifland under neutrai flags ; and 
thus they ruined one of their principal branches of com- 


merce. and forced the Americans to have recourfe to our 

codudiions, which experience has now taught them to 
- a more favourable opinion of than before. 

The arrivai of the anny, under M, le Comte de Ro- 

at Rhode-Ifland, {pread a general terror thro’ 

tat place : the fields became mere deferts, and thofe whom 

ity led to vifit Newport could ‘fearcely perceive a 

, ormin the flreet. Every Frenchman faw the ab- 

ecei ity there was for obliterating thefe prejudices, 

y one facrifved fomething to his own feelings, in 


-te accomplifh this defired end. The fuperior off- 
pe 
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iablithed the fricteft difcipline among the troops ; 

and the oficers in gentral manifelled upon every occafion 

inat politenefs and iweetnefs of behaviour peculiar to the 

nobility and gentry of france : Inconfequence of this the 

fuldiery became mild, circum{peét and moderate, and for 
here war not 2 fingle complaint made. 
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The French at Newport were no longer that fickle, 
8 ac ge bluftering, haughty people that prejudice 
ad pictured them : at the entertainments they gave, their 
whole behaviour was quiet and referved, and their con- 
verfation confined to the American guefts, to whom they 
became every day more and -more dear. Thefe young 
French noblemen, whom fortune, birth, and the habit of 
a court life, commonly leads to difl:pation, luxury and a 
love of empty pomp, were the firlt to fet the example of a 
fimple and frugal mannér of living; and they fhow- 
ed themfelves as affable and as courteous to all, as ifthey 
had lived their whole lives with thefe citizens, in the qual- 
ity of equals. This conduét, firictly perfevered in, brought 
about a total change in the opinions of the Americans, re- 
garding us. Even the royalifts could not but refpeé the 
French, altho’ they detefted the caufe they fupported, and 
I am informed they were infinitely more affeéted with for- 
row at the departure of the army, than they had been a- 
larmed with fear at their arrival. 

The French have in general, been upbraided a long 
time for paying no regard to the moft facred of all connex- 
ions, when their gallantry is concerned. Perhaps New 
port may have afforded fome examples. A French ‘ofh- 
cer, by his attention and afliduity, gained the affeétions 
of a young and amiable lady. Her hutband, who loved 
her tenderly, was foon convinced of the reality of this 
new attachment, and altho’ afflicted in the moft fenfible 
manner, he did not difcover his trouble to her either by 
complaints or reproaches ; the reputation of his guilty 
{fpoufe was flill dearto him, and he was even afraid fhe 
would difcover that he had knowledge of her infidelity. 
“ And Phi if fhe continues doubtful of it (faid. he toa 

fhe wiil give over all hopes of regaining my eiteem ; 
her ruin willin confequence enfue, my own peace be | 
facrificed : let us then endeavor to awaken her tendernefs, 
and recall her to her duty by remorfe for what is paft.” 
From this moment he became more aiiduous and com- 
plaifant to her than ever ; with forrow and defpair in his 
foul, he fhowed a countenance ferene and fatistied. He 
received at his houfe, with attention and civility, the ve- 
7 officer who was the author of his misfortune ; but, by 
the affiflance ofa friend, fo contrived matters, as to hinder 
him from any private interviews with her whatever. Thefe 
repeated difappointments appeared to the Frenchman to be 
mere effetis of chance ; he, however, grew fullen and 
ifh upon it, and confequently became lefs amiable in 
the eyes of the lady, and the hufband more fo than ever ; 
and thus, the virtue which had not loft all its claims to her 
feduced heart, foon called it to itsduty, Such a procedure 
a; this, in fo delicate an affair, difcovers great knowledge 
ofthe human heart, and flill more of dominion over it- 
felf. 

The army left Newport the gth of June to go, it is 
fuppofed, to the fouthward, and they are now aétually at 
Providence. I am juft fetting out to join it, and ifit con- 
tinues its march, I make no doubt I fhal! be enabled to 
entertain you with particulars ftill more interefting.

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The following advice appeared a few months ago ina 
London Paper, addreffed toa very young fuperficial 
Preacher who had undertaken to convince the Jews 
of the falfhood of their religrous creed. 


“ SUPPOSING your congregation to be chiefly 
Jews, of courfe we take it for granted your preacher 
1s a good Hebrew fcholar, or how can he combat -the 
common-place arguments of a well-regulated Hebrew 
youth, much lefs the critical argumenis of a learned man ? 

We thal! fuppofe him well acquainted with the Jew- 
ifh explanations of the prophecies, in points refpe€ting the 
Mefliah, and fo well joel in hiftory as to refer to the 
exact time fpoken of, and be able to anfwer with learned 
precifion the principal Jewifh arguments on thofe fub- 
jects ; for we prefume that the common-place fmall-talk 
and low cant of an itinerate trifler will only be the fubjeét 
of laughter to the learned part of the Jewifh nation ; and 
we conceive that an unqualified perfon calling the public 
together at this time, is mere likely todo harm than good, 
and add to the wound which Deiim has already given to 
the minds of too many of the lower claffes. 

Weare decidedly of opinion, that forthe prefent it were 
much betier firft to convince the Jews of the efficacy of 
the divine doftrinesinculcated by our Meffiak, by our own 
Chriflian-like deporument towards them; by generoufly 
laying afide an undue firefs on our:own opinions; re- 
membering, that the great Jehovah of the Jews is engaged 
to raife up men properly qualified from among themfelves, 
for all the purpofes he has before appointed. 

We behold, with picafure, the Jews fubferibing to our 
charitable inflitutions, and facrificing low-minded bigotry 
at the altar of humanity ; this made a learned and much 
re{peted prelateof the church of England fay, at a colleéti- 
on for the London hofpital, at the London tavern, where 


| the Jew gentlemen had contributed very liberaliy, chat 
he was happy that he had lived to fee the day when the 
Jew and the Chriflian united together to do good, . 

Let us then firft follow their example; let us do’ them. 
all the good fervices prudence camafford ; let us. not tempt, 
their poor, toatk an extravagant price for their articles,, 
by our wickedly bidding them iucha price which we 
muft know will not be fufficienr to fupport the animal ae 
conomy ; but let us adminifter to their neceflities, and 


bear with patience the miftakes arifing from education in. 


them. Liften ‘with unprejudiced attention to their rea- 
fons for difbelieving’in our Mefliah, ftudying to make 
ourfelves mafters of their argumenis—fo fhall we take 
them rationally by the hand : and they may in the end 
fay *¢ bleffed is he that cometh in the name of Jehovah !”’ 
fo will they have caufe for confidence, and ours will be 
more confirmed and eftablifhed. 

We are forry to fee hiflory flained with the , mof 
glaring mifconduét towards thefe people. How haye they 
been plundered of their property on the moft tuivial occa. 
fions ! yet have they never publifhed their grievances to 
the world. Mott others elfe have written their fufferings 
exceptthe Jews ; nor will they, we aye perfuaded, an- 
{wer any remarks of your preacher. They have always 
regarded the ftanding command, to ftudy the peace, and 

ray for the welfare of the nation where they dwell : they 
aie that the cnly way to bring down the higher powers 
upon them would be, to argue gins Chriflianity ; theres 
fore they, as a collefted body, fludioufly avoid that ; 
they are thankful they are tolerated, and whether you 
will not let them alone, one thing is certain—they will let 
you alone for peace fake. 

It is very eafy for an ambitious and conceited perfon 
to utter many dangers plaufible in i op in their way ; 
but was he confronted by a man of real knowledge, he 
might appear like the Rev. Jacdaw in the fable, when 
firipped of his borrowed plumes. 

Notwithftanding which, was a qualified fagacious per- 
fon, well acquainted with Hebrew learning, well read im, 
the Talmud, the Mifhra, and the Gloffes of the Ruabbies, 
well furnifhed with hiftorical faéts, and mafter of the ar- 
guments of the Jews, fuch an one might pollibly be fervi- 
ceable. . ' 

The fenfe of the jewifh nation may be colletted by the 
few that attended your harangue, and the feclings of good 
men were much hurt at your prefumptuous folly ; and the 
facetious Jews advife you to tarry at Jencho until your 
beard be re-grown.””

Captain Hudfon’s Difcovery of the River at New-York 
that now bears his name. 

CAPTAIN Henry Hudfon failed from Amfterdam 
on the 26th of March 1609, ona voyage to New Zem- 
bla. The higheft latitude he reached in this voyage was 
71 deg. 46 min. where he found the fea fo covered with 
ice that he could not proceed. He therefore altered his 
courfe and fleered wefterly for Greenland, but mifling an 
ifland he had expetted to fall in with, he fteered fouth 
welterly, paffed over the banks of Newfoundland, and fail- 
ing along the coaft of America, difcovered Cape Cod, 
where he landed. - He foon after fleered to the fouthwelt 
till he came to the entrance of Chefapeek bay. Here he 
plied off and on for feveral days and themfleered again to the 
northward. In his return along the coaft, on the 28th of 
Auguft 1609, he difcovered the bay now called Delaware, 
in latitude 31 deg. 50 min, but did not go on fhore. From 
this bay he fleered round a cape (now called C May) 
and paffed northeaflerly along a low marfhy fkirt 
with broken iflands; on the 2d. of September he faw 
high hills to the northward, which muft have been the 
Neverfinks in New: Jesters near Sandy Hook. 

On the 4th of September 1609 he ileered round the 
north point of a long oe beach, and cameto an anchor 
in a very good harbour in lat. go deg. 28 min. whigh is the 
bay within Sandy Hook. On the 6th, the boat was fent 
to furvey what appeared to be the mouth of a river, diftant 
3 leagues. This was the firait now called the Narrows 
between Long Ifland and Staten Ifland: here was good 
depth of water, and within was a large opening, and a 
narrow river to the weft, the channel between Bergen neck 
and Staten Ifland. As the boat was returning it was at- 
tacked by the native Indians in canoes. One man, ohn 
Colman, was killed; he was buried on a point of land, 
which from that circumflance was called Colman’s point ; 
it is probably Sandy Hook, within which the thip lay 

On the 11th, the fiup weighed anchor, failed through 
the Narrows, and found a good harbour fecure from all 
winds, The next day they turned againft a northweft- 
wind, into the mouth of the river which bears Hud{on’s 
name, and came to an anchor two leagues within it. On 
thefe two days they were vifited by the Indians, who 
brought corn, beans, oyflers, and tobacco. They had

river, which he found about a mile wide and of a 
depth, abounding with filh, among which were - 
quantities of fturgeons. As he advanced, the land “— 
fides was hich till it became very mountainous. : 
high land had many niet the channel was narrow, an 
rere were many eddy winds. 
gt a careful ret Abewst. 9 * of the computed diftances 
in each day’s run, as fet down in the journal, it appears 
Hudfon failed with his fhip 53 leagues from the mouth 
of the river (159 miles.) To this diflance the river was 
navigable for the fhip ; the boat went up eight or ten leagues 
farther, but found the foundings irregular, & the depth of 
water not more than 7 fect. It is evident therefore that 
he penetrated this river as far, if not farther, than where 
the city of Albany now flands. The farther he went up 
the river the more friendly and hofpitable the natives ap- 
peared. ‘They gave him fkins in exchange for kmives 
and other trifles. Butas he came down below the moun- 
tains, the favages were thievith and troublefome, which 
occafioned frequent quarrels, in which ight or nine of 
them were killed. ‘The land on the eaflern fide of the 
river near its mouth, was covered with woods, and called 
Manahattan (the ifland on which the city of New-York 
now ftands.) - 7 j 

On the 4th of O@ober he had again reached the ‘mouth 
of the river, and without anchoring in the bay, ftood out 
to fea, and fteering direétly for Europe, on the 7th of 
November arrived in the channel of England. 

On April god. 1710, Hudfon again fet fail in the 
employ of an Englith trading company, to make difcove- 
ries in the more northern paris of America. In_ this a. 
age he difcovered Hudfon’s Bay, in oe which he 
fpent the following fummer and fall, tll late in O€tober, 
when the ice fet in, in fuch quantities as to prevent his 
return. He had taken but fix month’s provifions from 
England. It was therefore neceffary to be fparing of what 
was left, and procure more by hunting ; which was done 
in great plenty, by reafon of the numerous flights of fowl, 
which fucceeded each other through the winter. No- 
vember 27, the fhip was frozen up. Soon after the gun- 
ner died, -and a controverfy took place about dividing his 
cloaths. Hudfon was partial to Henry Green, a young 
man of a debauched charatter, whom he had taken on 
board. The young man ungeneroufly took part with the 
cifcontented, and loft Hudfon’s favour..- ‘They ‘had ta 
itrugele with a fevere winter and bad accommodations, 
which produced rheumatic and fcorbutic complaints.— 
When the fpring came on, the birds difappeared, and 
provilions fell fhort. To ye the clamour among the 
difcontented, Hudfon injudicioufly divided the remaining 
ftores into equal fhares, and gave each man his portion ; 
which fome devoured at once, and others preferved. 

The fhip being got afloat, out of a creek where they 
had wintered, Hudfon began to fail towards the northwett, 
to purfue his difcoveries, when a confpiracy which had 
been {ome time in fermentation, broke out into open mu- 

The mate and boat{wain, Henry Green and others, 
roie and took command of the flip. They put Hudfon, 
his fon, the carpenter, the mathematician, and five others, 
molt of whom were fick and lame, jnto the thallop ; with 
a {mall quantity of meal, one gun and ammunition, two 
or three {pars, and-an iron pot; and then, with the moft 
favage sari turned them adrift! Whether Hud- 
fon, or his unhappy companions perifhed by fea, by famine, 
or by the favages, has never been difcovered, 


any. 


The confpirators fleered their courfe for Eurepe, but 


before they got out of the bay, three or four of them were 
killed by the Indians, among whom was the treacherous 
Henry Green.—The remainder. purfued their courfe 
homeward and arrived fafe in Ireland.—The oath by 
which the confpirators bound themfelves to execute their 
plot was as follows : )

A Dissertation ox AS JAZ. 


_ ASIA 1s the country of the world which beats of 
tae moft remote antiquity. Here according to the fa- 
cred records, the parents of mankind went from the gard- 
en of Eden, to people the earth. Here, according to 
univerfal hiftory, the human fpecies firft united in civili- 
zed fociety, and eflablithed a regular form of government. 
Laws and policy were inflituted, asriculture and manufac- 
tures were carried on, artsand {ciences were cultivated, in 
the carleft ages of the world. Covered with great cities 
and trodden by numevous nations, 44a was the feat of 
empire, of arts and of luxury, while Europe was. one for- 
elt, under whofe fhadow a few tribés of wanderinz fava- 
ge eat acorns, or followed wild beafls to the chace. 

The face of Europe is evidently modern ; ° hyfical: re- 
. volutions are marked in its figure, and recorded in its hift- 
ory. ‘The univerfal traces and tradition of conflacrations 
and deluges ; the dava of volcanos which covers the bot- 
tom of mountains ; the furrounding iflands evidently tora 
irom the neighbouring fhores-; the gulfs and arms of the 
ocean, penetrating through the earth ; the beds of the {ca- 
thelis, and ree en agen feattered all over the con- 
uLent, are the proofs and remains of fome dreadful dif. 
ter, that has been fara} to this divifion of the Sea ap 
Accordingly, the inhabitants ‘of Europe appear as a 
new people: we can trace the progrefs of pulation, 
cmpire, art, fciences, and i rovements, following the 
courfe of the fun, and 4j ing themfelves welt over 
our hemi here... The civilization of Rome and even of 
Greece is but of a recent date, and the hiftory of the Euro- 
pean nations reaches to no diflant period, “ But Afa af-

cends to a high ae : 
felves in the aby{s of ages : the empires of Affyria, Basy- 
lon, Perfia, China and Indvftan, refer their duration to 
an wra fo remote, and extend their annals over fuch vait 
{paces of time, as afionifhes the imagination, and tranfcends 
our idea of their numbers. 

The phyfical fituation of Afia favours the belief of its 
antiquity. Superior in magnitude to Europe or Africa, 
it exceeds them alfo in elevation. Eaftern Tartary . nf- 
ing like one vaft mountain or convex elevation on the fide 
of the globe forms the higheft ground in the ancient con- 
tinent ; and from its declivities many rivers and mighty 
ftreams defcend in oppofite direétions to the cardinal points 
of the world. ‘Surrounded by a chain “of mountains 
which run from the wellern extremity of Natolia and 
from the borders of the Black Sea, to the ocean which 
wathes the coaft of China and Tartary on the eaft, the 
centre of Afia {upported on this folid bafis, afcends to an 
extraordinary elevation. In the interior of this immenfe 
territory the earth burning under the beams of the fun, 
refembles the afhes of a furnace, and is the fport of the 
winds: mines are level with the furface ; no marbles, or 
petrified thells, nor beds of fofhls, are found here; no 
remains of inundations, nor’marks of the fea having ever 
covered the iand. ‘The evidence of the Barometer con- 
curs to demonftrate the alutude of this part of the globe. 

An air of antiquity, flability, and duration is imprinted 
on thefe elevated regions. The form of Afa, like its 
manners and cuftoms, appears immutable, No phenome- 
na mark, no hiftory records thole violent convulfions of na- 
ture which, on the other fide of this planet, have parted 
the globe into fragments, and {weeping away the works 
and memorials of mankind, have made a fevelution in 
time, and a ruin of the world. 

Referving the confideration of its high antiquity to a- 
nother occafion, a more important object prefents itfelf co 
view, the form of government, ihe laws, the character,’ 
manners, and fpirit of the people. | 

One form of. government hath prevailed in Aja, from 
the earlieft records of hiftory to the prefent me. A def-' 
pot, under the name of the Great King, or King of. 
Kings, pofleffe fupreme and unlimited power. His 
will is thelaw. The legiflative, judicative, and execu-' 
tive power are velled in his perfon : he is the attive prin- 
ciple which exifts im the centre of the machine, and gives’ 
life and motion tovall its parts: power and authority are 
delegated from him: the viceroys & governors of provin- 
ces are of his nomination : judges who adminifter juftice, 
are of his appointment. His munifler is the. flave of his 
caprice or his pleafures. There is no check to a powér 
which is not only. arbitrary, but abfolute. 

The principle of defpotic governments is fear, The 
power of the father over his children in early times, has ftill 
continued in the Eaft. Accordingly ‘ed:cation infpires 
terror, and fupprefles every fentiment of ambition. A 
perpetual military: power furrounding the palace ; the bat- 
on, the whip, and the bow iftring, the great engines of 
command : {ummary and dreadful punifhments, the fre- 
quent fhedding of, blood, contribute to encreafe this fear 
and debafement. A faying of Ruflan, minifler to a mo! 
narch of Afa, gives’a ftriking picture of arbitrary power, 
that he never left the prefence of the defpot but he was 
ready to feel with his hand whether his head was left on 
his addin. 

To raife the idea of their authority-and draw greater 
reverence from the people, the fovereigns of Afia retire 
from public view. Shut up in the palace, inaccellible, 
and invilible, they affume the rank, the title, and 
honours of divinity. Worflsip as well as obedience is 
paid to the lord of the Eat ; immediate acce& to his per- 
on is prohibited ; the courtiers proftrate themfelves be- 
fore him, and fall on the duft at his feet. No perfon is 
permitted to look in his face, or fmile in his prefence,— 
Xenophon, informs us that Cyrus the younger put two 
Perfians to death becaufe they prefumed o pull their hands 
out of their fleeves in his prefence. From this idea of his 
divinity, the will ‘of the defdot is held immutable, and his 
edit cannot be revoked. Whien an caflern monarch had 
pafled a decree, allowing the enemies of the Jews to ex- 
terminate that people, he Had no other method of abolith- 
ing that law, but by pafling another decree authorizing 
the Jews to maffacre their enemies. 

A people prepared by nature for fervitude, fubmit quiet- 
ly to the yoke. Sovereign and flave compofe the only 
diftinGtiion of ranks in the Kaft. | 

An hereditary race of nobles, arifing as a barrier be- 
tween prince and people, always have been unknown ; the 
inferior ranks, born and bred in flavery, have no idea of 
another condition. Public fpirit, liberty, independence, 
the rights of mankind, are names that have never been 
pronounced in the regions of Afa : a ptofound filence in 
allairs of government, is obferved over all. The eyes 
and ears of the king, as-his officers are called, runover 
the earth; and the people prefume not to curfe him éven 
in their heart, “ Jeaft a bird in the air theuld carry the 
voice, and that which hath wings fhould tell the matter.” 
From fear and habit, not-loyalty and affeétion, this pallive 
obedience flows. ‘The diflance and invifibility affected 
by the fovereigns of 4fa, procuze reverence for the roy- 
al di goity. ngt refpeét tothe royal perfon. The attention 
of the fubjetis is fixed to the throne, not to the king ;

By, a late arrival from New-Providence, we have in- 
telligence, “ that nine thoufand troops were embarked at 
Martinique, and were to be joined by fome additional for- 
ces from Englandand Ireland. _ The objeftof this expe-

From the immenfe quantity of Ordinance Stores fhip-

While the Nootka Sound bufinefs was in agutation, 1t 
is well known that government had deicrmined, in the 
event of a rupture, onan expedition againft Mexico; and 
:t was confidered as an enterprize in which little difhiculey 
would have to be encountered. 

The weak flaie of the Spanith force in Cuba, and ‘the 
univerfal contempt in which the prefent adminiflration is 
there held, would renaer that ifland a cheap and eafy con- 
queit to the Britifh army. * 

If we are to.credit reports from Cuba, the whole regu- 
lar forces in that ifland are bardly two thoufand men ; and 
the milicia, on whom any dependence could be placed by 
the goverament, donot amount to three thoufand. There 
were in the Havannah, by the fame accounts, three fhips 
of the line and two frigates, manned and fit for fervice. 

The injury already done to the Windward iflands from 
Guadaloupe, and the certainty of ftill greater evils flowin 
from that peflifcrous fource, fhould’ it be'left_ in the wn 
of the prefent poffeflors, and our forces be drawn from che 
Windward to be employed on either of the fervices allu- 
ded to, arczue ftrongly in favour of that ifland being the real 
defination of the armament from Martinique.” 

“The failing of the Breft flcet with a confiderable 
number of troops, has given ride tomany conje€tures. Some 
fuppofed it deftined againft Portugal, others againft Jamai- 
ca; but the greater number believed that an invafion of 
Ireland would be aitempted. Weknow from the tenor of 
the Englith papers, that the latter was the general opinion 
in England. The Fiench fleet feems to have failed in the 
month of December. Ifithad been deftined againft Por- 
tuga! we fhould probably have heard of its appearance by 
the late arrivals from Cadiz.’ ‘The accounts from the 
Weit-Indies down to Feb, 21) do not make the leaft men- 


F tion of the appearance of the French fleet in that quarter. 


The current report of a defcent on Ireland, to be aitempted 
by the French, at the dead of winter, proves only the un- 
bounded fears of the Britifh, who muft be firmly perfuad- 
ed that obftacles, which woulddeter the moft courageous a- 
mong men, from undertaking fuch an expedition, are far 
from checking the fpint ofemterprife of republicans, 

It has alreatly been hinted in the Aurora, that this fleet 
was probably bound tothe Cane of Good Hope, and con- 
fequently ‘to the Eaft Indics, This opinion may have 
feemed a little Lrange to fome who being well acquainted 
with the fituation of the Indies were aware, that it would be 
phyftcally impo!l:ble for France to maintain a fleet of 16 or 
20 fhips of the line witha proportionate number of frigates 
in thole feas. But it ought to be confidered that although 
fiom 16 io 20 fhips of the line failed from Breft it does not 
foilow that the whole fails to the Eaft Indies. The greater 
part ofthe iicet has probably convoyed the tranfports and 
then returned ;_ five or fix {hips of the line, or a oniy 
forme 64's cut down and fome flout frigates continued the 
rout tothe Fat Indics.. The great number of troops faid 
to have been on board the tranfports, 1s alfo but a tniling ob- 
jection. Accerding to report there were 20,000 troops 
on board the ¢¢o tranfports; this gives 1900 inen to each 
tranfSort,; wailll there were undoubtedly many who had no 
more than from 2to goomenon board. Th: whole land 
force would therefore confillof fiom 6 to 7000 men. The 
fleet,1t was fad, had only four mouths provifions ; by pres 
tending to embask twice 25 miaiay eroops as they really in- 


tended, the French could eafily victual their tranfports for 


eight or ten months, and the orders to victual the tranfports . 


for fuch a confiderable number of men muft have confirmed 
theEnglifh in their opinion that it was deftined againft a place 
in the neighborhood of England, Ireland or Portugal. 

The accounts which we have received in a dire& way 
from the Eaft Indies, tend alfo to corroborate our opinion. 
It will be recollected that a French envoy was fent to Tip- 
poo Saib,-who arrived: in Mangalore in June Jaft.— 
The military preparations of Tippoo fhew that the French 
have fueceeded in their negociations, and it would be ab- 
furd to fuppofe that the fultan of Myfore had agreed to 
make war againft the Englith, without the French Re- 
public having engaged to. fu him. anc! a ul 
European force in his attempt to expel the Englifh from 
India. After having fulfilled the {lipulations of ine peace 
of 1792, Tippoo remained yet in poflefiion of the whole 





fea coaft, from Travancore to Caxwas, a ftresch of about 





400 miles ; the ports of Mangalore, Onore, Barcelore, 


Carwar, &c. an eafy communication between the 
Ifle of France and Tippoo’s dominions. It muft confe- 
quently be allowed, that it is a matter of the highelt im- 
portance to France, to fend a powerful force to the Eaift 
Indies, It is alfo evident, that fhe has the beft polhble 
chance to fucceed in her plan, fince by a concurrence of 
favorable circumftances no tody either in England, or in 
the Englith fettlements in India, was prepared for fuch an 
expedition.” '  § [Aurora
